The  plant  stands  out  among  all  varieties  for  its 
vigorous  growth.  It  grows  6  to  7  feet  high  with 
great  uniformity  and  a  complete  lack  of  stunted 
plants.  Left  to  grow  naturally,  it  is  literally  covered 
with  large  blooms.  It  makes  a  clean  bush  that 
needs  no  thinning  out  and  will  produce  blooms  of 
exhibition  caliber  with  practically  no  disbudding.

The  blooms  are  car¬ 
ried  on  strong  stems  on  plants  of  medium  height 
and  respond  nicely  to  disbudding.
